public schools is the inadequacy of foreign 
language instruction. A bulletin put out 
by the National Education association, 
dealing with 10 top criticisms of the public 
schools, does not whitewash the situation 
but instead says that "public school peo- 
ple agree that the program of foreign lan- 
guages now offered in a great number of 
secondary schools are not adequate to meet 
the national need." 


Appleton residents may take pride in 


their school system which has, as much as 
any other system in Wisconsin, tried to im- 
prove the instruction in foreign languages. 
But in general Wisconsin is woefully behind 
the rest of the country. 


It is high time that the old midwestern 


neglect of the need for knowledge of a for- 
eign language be buried. Obviously today 
there are both practical and academic rea- 
sons for learning another language. Both 
modern and classical languages awaken a 
further interest in other peoples, their cul- 
"ture and literature without which it is dif- 
ficult to understand our own. Study of a 
classical language such as Latin or Greek 
enforces a discipline of the mind which is 
-being re-accepted by educators as advan- 
tageous. And knowledge of a modern lan- 
guage opens up many vocational and ad- 
vanced study opportunities. 


These factors have been widely recog- 


nized except in a few states most of which 
-are in the midwest. The average number of 
-high school students in the nation enrolled 
'in a foreign language is 14.3 per cent, but 
in Wisconsin it is only 5.1 per cent. Some 


"states like New York and Massachusetts en- 


roll more than 30 per cent and four eastern 
states offer at least one foreign language 
in all their public high schools. 
;: 
But western states with small high 


^schools also have done better than Wiscon- 
sin. Nevada, with 54 per cent of its high 
schools enrolling fewer than 100 pupils, 
nevertheless has almost 25 per cent of its

With the headlight of unfavorable pub-

Those who recall when the railroads 


were the evil genii of the American mid- 
west will be appalled. The battles against ' 
the railroads developed not only because of 
obvious collusion in the setting of rates for 
the produce the farmers had to ship to live. 
'Sales of watered stock, schemes to make 
millions for a few at the expense of the 
many made the names of the railroads 
synonymous with the big bad wolf at the 
door. Even today the names of Harriman, 
.Stanford, Vanderbilt and PuHman among 
a score of others have the unsavory flavor 
of-the railroad scandals. 


But this is a far removed decade. The 


recent storms in the east revealed how de- 


pupils taking a foreign language. Colorado 
has 14 per cent taking a language although 
36 per cent of its high schools are in the un- 
der-100 group. In Wisconsin, partly because 
of the excellent progress we have made 
in consolidating school districts, only 17 
per cent of our high schools have fewer 
than 100 pupils, yet our percentage of stu- 
dents taking foreign languages is consid- 
erably below the national average. 


Appleton' schools have led in experi- 


menting vwith the offering of a foreign 
language at the elementary level. The plan 
has actually passed the experimental stage 
and has been so successful that it has been 
expanded. French is compulsory at the 
fourth and fifth grade level and optional 
through the eighth grade. Then a pupil may 
enroll in four years of French at the high 
school level, gaining both the conversa- 
tional aptitude which seems easier to learn 
at an earlier age, as well as the grammar 
and literature in secondary school. Small 
schools which complain that enrollments in 
foreign language courses are not large 
enough to justify the offering would do well 
to consider elementary instruction as a 
means of encouraging the study of a foreign 
language as well as part of a program for 
better overall instruction. 


The NEA bulletin 
does thoroughly 


scotch the figures quoted by critic Dr. Ar- 
thur Bestor who has maintained that in 
1900 more than 73 per cent of the high 
school students took a foreign language as 
compared with a much lower figure today. 
Dr. Bestor, as he did in statistics concerning 
math and science enrollments, has ignored 
the fact that a far greater number of stu- 
dents attend high school today than in 1900. 
Thus, comparing the high school age for- 
eign language enrollments, the 1900 figure 
collapses to 6.2 per cent while 1955's per- 
centage of high school age enrollments was 
14.7 per cent. 


Nevertheless more can be done in Wis- 


consin in the teaching of foreign languages. 
Appleton's schools have shown the way. 


pendent many of us are on the railroads for 
any transportation at all.

How much of the restraint on rates, 


costs and services may be removed will re- 
quire more study. But it should be increas- 
ingly apparent to Americans who turn ever 
and anon to the federal government to cure 
all their troubles that regulation of one 
problem only creates another. 


Prices of Food and the Cost of Living 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics recently 


reported that the cost of living had gone up 
3.5 points over last year. Few people 
doubted that statement for the bureau is 
the official authority on this subject and 
things including wage boosts running into 
the millions depend on this report.

Wishful Thinking

make a distinction between* 
the R u s s i a n government 
"which is our enemy" and 
the Russian people "who are 
our friends." but I can see 
no evidence that the Russian 
people — a very loose desig- 
nation — have a policy that 
is distinct from that of the 
Kremlin. The same sort of 
thing was said about the 
Germans who gave the world 
Goethe and Beethoven when 
the Kaiser set out to make 
war and many wanted us to 
stay out of the war because 
the Germans were such nice 
people who were abused by 
Prussian militarists. B u t 
these same Germans created 
Hitler as the Russians toler- 
ate a Khrushchev. 


H o w e v e r, something is 


cooking in the communist 
world and one can only go 
on searching for a clue. 


From the broadest stand- 


point of history, the soviet 
universal state requires a 
prolonged rest from 
both 


•war and diplomacy in order 
that its victories since 1945 
may be consolidated, assimi- 
lated and made permanent. 
If Khrushchev wishes a sum- 
mit meeting to obtain recog- 
nition for the fruits of the 
revolution, he is going about 
it the wrong way. For he is 
engendering resistance by 
his tactical moves. What, for 
instance, did he expect Pres- 
ident Eisenhower to do when 
!ho» Russian? objected to a 
foreign nunuUri' . confer* 


ence because they disliked 
John Foster Dulles? 


Eisenhower could not re- 


pudiate Dulles without im- 
peaching his own adminis- 
tration; he could not dismiss 
Dulles at the behest of a 
foreign power without caus- 
ing an uproar in the nation. 
In a word, the Russians 
cooked their own case even 
among those who believe 
that a summit conference 
will lead to something which 
most by now doubt. 


If Khrushchev wants peace 


it can be accomplished with- 
out a summit conference or a 
foreign ministers' meeting. 
It can be accomplished in 
the disarmament committee 
of the United Nations. Why 
does not Khrushchev use 
existing machinery? W h y 
does he need to create new 
machinery? Is it because 
new m a c h i n e r y is more 
melodramatic? As peace is 
what everybody wants, why 
does Khrushchev need to cre- 
ate a dramatic atmosphere 
to surround discussions of 
peace? 


World Seeks Peace 


Khrushchev's penchant for 


the dramatic does stir things 
up from time to time, but the 
world is a bit weary of being 
on the constant qui vjve for a 
new sensation. It would like 


a bit of peace and quiet, a 
decade or more of recon- 
struction and rebuilding. 


It is perhaps significant 


that at long last a recognized 
voice in the Jewish pulpit, 
Rabbi Julius Mark, of Tem- 
ple Emanu-El, New York, 
said m a sermon: 


"It is high time for the 


world to realize that Jews 
who are foolish enough to 
become communists have by 
that act read themselves out 
of Judaism. 


"I do not consider the 


Rosenbergs to have been 
Jews any more than the re- 
sponsible leaders of Chris- 
tianity regarded Stalin, who 
studied for the priesthood, 
to be a Christian." 


The A m e r i'c a n Jewish 


league against communism 
has taken this position for a 
long time but it is notewor- 
thy that so weary are men 
growing of communist pro- 
paganda, of communist pull- 
ing this way and that way, 
and making a universal tum- 
ult that they are beginning 
to talk up in the most un- 
expected places. Perhaps it 
is high time for Khrushchev 
to devote himself to the prob- 
lem of the reduction of the 
consumption of vodka in the 
soviet universal state.
